On the findings of Dr. William 4H, 
Warren, one ot the most noted chemiste 
in the West and dean of the medical 
department of Washington Wniversity, 
will depend further developments in 
the official 


stances connecied with the death of 
William J. Erder. 

Miss Kate Erder went to the Four 
Courts Thursday and made a detailed 
statement to Circuit Attorney Jones. 
She was with the Circuit Attorney 
nearly two hours, and when she de- 
parted Jones gave out a statement that 
she had called on him at his request. 

‘‘Miss Erder’s visit to me is not a de- 
velopment in the case,” he said. “I 
merely wanted to familiarize myself 
with all of the details.’’ 

Circuit Attorney Jones says that what- 
ever action he may take will depen‘ 
on the result of the chemical analysis 
which is being made te determine 
whether poison caused Erder’s death. 

If it is found that it did, an inquest 
will be held, and whether any person 
is specifically named by the Coroner’s 
jury as being responsible for the death 
it will be within the province of the Cir- 
cuit Attorney to continue the investi- 
gation. 

When Miss Erder called on Jones at 
his request she showed him a letter 
written by Prosecuting Attorney W. N. 
Hensley of Platte County, Nebraska, in 
which Hensley wrote that he believed 
a thorough investigation of Erder's 
death should be taken up by St. Louis 
authorities.

He seemed to have a faculty for 
making friends and the fact that he 
was @ man of unusual strength of will 
end determination was commented 
upon.

Some criticised him as 
being avaricious, but others stood by 
him and remained his stanch friends, 
even after Downing’s home had been 
broken up. 

Dr. Doxey had lenis in Joy a compar- 
atively short time when he wooed Miss 
Mary Bridgeford, then principal of the 
Joy High School. They were married 
in May, 1897. Miss Bridgeford had sev- 
eral thousand dollars and this was 
vsed to place the doctor on his feet 
financially.

Announcement was made by Assistant 
Secretary Wilson. today that nothing ad- 
ditjonal had been heard from Nicaragua 
since yesterday afternoon.

Insurgents Recognised. 

The State Department’s action in rec- 
ognizing the blockade of the port of 
San Juan Del Norte is in effect a 
recognition of insurgency, but this ac- 
tion in-all probability will be followed by 
what is much more important, recogni- 
tion of belligerency. , 
Recognition of belligerency is a matter 
of the highest consequence to the in- 
surgent forces. Once their belligerency 
is recognized, Zelaya will be held to 
strict accountability for any prisoners 
he might take, as the United States 
would undoubtedly see to it that they 
were treated in every respect as prison- 
ers of war according to civilized stan- 
dards. 
Belligerency also would improve the 
status of the revolutionary government 
before the world and at the same time 
it would measurably increase its re- 
sponsibility. 
Strained now almost to the breaking 
point, it remains for the next few days 
—perhaps one or two will suffice—to 
show whether the relations between the 
United States and Nicaragua are to be 
snapped off shert. 
The first American warship to arrive 
in Nicaraguan waters was the gunboat 
Vicksburg. Her presence at Corinto, on 
the Pacific side of Nicaragua, was an- 
nounced to the Navy Department late 
yesterday. 
The little gunboat is in command of 
Commander Alexander 8S. Halstead. She 
is equipped with six four-inch guns and 
eight guns of a smaller caliber.

led and directed them in their strug- 
gle for release. 

Bred in the faith of the Scdétch Cov- 
enanters, Clelland was known to 


those of other religions than his own, 
ana those of no religion, his sincere 
piety had won a respect which hushed 
the tongue of profanity in his presence. 
Felt Death Near. 
To this man, in the bewildering mo- 
ments which followed the first realiza- 
tion of their plight, the otner miners 
turned instinctively. With their access 
to the cage cut off, they gathered 
zround Clelland and Waite on that first 
Saturday afternoon. That death was 
near, or that it was overwhelmingly 
probable, every man of them felt, 


Clelland deferred to Waite as leader 
of the effort for release. But before the 
men, with picks and shovels, set to 
work to build a wall against the poison- 
cus gases, Clelland said: 
“We are in God’s hands. He only 
knows whether we will ever see our 
wives and children again. Let us pray.”’ 
Every man knelt, his flaring torch- 
cap in his hand, while Clelland’s deep 
voice, with its burr of the Scottish 
heather, arose in the petition of David: 
Out of the depths have I cried un- 
to Thee, O Lord. O Lord, hear my 
voice. , 
' Let not the deep swallow me up, 
and let not the pit shut her mouth 
upon me. 
In his own words, as simple and ap- 
pealing as those of the Hebrew psalm- 
ist, he continued the prayer for cour- 
age, for strength and for ultimate de- 
liverance. As the men rose from their 
feet, Clelland’s strong baritone intoneda 
the words of Isaac Watts: 
O God, our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come, 
Our shelter from the stormy blast 
And our eternal home. 


Beneath the shadow of thy throne 
Still may we dwell secure, 
Sufficient is thine arm alone, 

And our defense is sure.

And his hearers, who had 
sustained life by gnawing bark and 
drinking seep water, followed him 
through the Lord’s Prayer in the peti- 
tion, “Give us this day our daily bread.”’ 


Rescued He Quotes David. 

When Clelland, his rugged frame 
weakened to the last degree by suffer- 
ing and strain, reached his home, his 
words again were those of David, ‘“O 
give thanks unto the Lord, for he is 
}g00d, for his mercy endureth forever.”’ 

Men wept as, in the hours following 
the rescue, they heard the story of Clel- 
land’s heroic faith. William Taylor, 
State Mine Inspector, was unable to 
control his emotions as he said: 

“TI believe with all my heart that it 
was the prayers of those men, and of 
those above who prayed for them, that 
kept them alive.’’

Chicago Police Cause Arrest of 
Joseph Bova, Italian Quar- 
ter Beau Brummel.. 


Joseph Bova, arbiter of elegance in 
the Italian quarter and master of cere- 
monies of the Polish-American dance 
hall, at Nineteenth street and Cass ave- 
nue, was held incommunicado Sunday 
and for several hours Monday in 
the holdover at the telegraphed requests 
of Chief of Detectives Wood of Chicage 
and of Clifford G. Roe, head of the Chi- 
cago Anti-White Slave Commission. 

Bova was released at 10:30 a. m. Mon- 
day because of the expiration of 21 
hours since his arrest, and an hour later 
his rearrest was ordered. 

A dispatch reached Chief Creecy’s of- 
fice at 11:30 a. m., stating that a war- 
rant had been issued in Chicago against 
BBva. Policemen were at once sent 
out to look for him. 

The St. Louis police, having no evi- 
dence against Bova were detaining him 
as a suspect. The Chicago authorities 
have not yet informed Chief Creecy on 
what charge or upon what evidence 
Bova is wanted. They declare, however, 
that Bova was implicated in the testi- 
mony of David Garfinkel, a St. Louis 
saloon keeper, who was convicted last 
week in Chicago as the local agent of 
the Chicago vice industry. 

Arrest Surrounded by Secrecy. 

Bova, who is 22 years old and married 
erd whose address is unknown, was ar- 
rested Sunday morning at. Bighth 
street and Franklin avenue by Specia) 
Officer Lawless. The police surrounded 
the arrest with secrecy. 

As master of ceremonies at the dance 
ball, Bova’s duties were to provide 
agreeable partners for the unescorted 
young women who frequent the place, 
and to shout “‘Break!’’ to any two girls 
he saw dancing together when young 
men were without partners. His func- 
tions placed him on terms of acquaint- 
ance with numbers of young Women. 

The hall is above the saloon, partly 
owned by John F. Podwojski, who is 
also manager of the dance hall. 

In the dance hall Sunday night were 
about a hundred girls, most of them 
under 18 years of age. 

Bova’s parents, who keep @ grocery 
at 932 North Seventh street, say that 
they do not know where their son and 
his wife live. 

Like Bova, Garfinkel, who had a sa- 
loon at 1715 Market street, was arrested 
several weeks ago, at the request of 
Attorney Roe. Garfinkel admitted in- 
troducing te Dick Tyler, a Chicago man 
under indictment as manager of the 
Vice Trust, a young woman who after- 
ward accompanied him to Chicago, and 
permitting Tyler to use his saloon as 
Ais St. Louis headquarters. 

Bova has been twice arrested before 
in St. “Louis. The first was as a suspect 
in eonnection with the murder of an 
Italian in St. Louis County, and re- 
sulted in a quick release. ‘He was also 
arrested at the instance of his wife, 
who complained that he struck her.

For years “Big Bill’’ has acted as 
umpire in many of the great gridiron 
battles. As there isn’t a better judge of 
football players in the country, I asked 
him to name for me the members of 
an all-Eastern team.
